Priest Says Poor Accommoda- 
tions Keep His Parishioners 
From Attending Church. 


More than 150 members of the Tower 
Grove Improvement Association, resi- 
dents of the Tower Grove Park neigh- 
borhood, attended a hearing of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission at the 


Planters Hotel this morning to ask for 
more cars on the Fourth street, Grand 
avenue and Tower Grove lines, and to 
protest against the rerouting of the 
Fourth street line west on Lafayette 
avenue from Grand avenue. 

Herman W. Fay, president of the as- 
sociation, and formerly chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee, was the 
principal witness of the morning. He 
created some amusement when Henry 
S. Priest, attorney for the United Rail- 
ways, testing his knowledge of street 
car service, asked him how regularly 
the cars ran. 

“They call the Tower Grove line the 
banana line down my way,” he said, 
because the cars are yellow and run in 
bunches.’’ 

Oppose Proposed Change. 

Fay objected to the recent report of 
Engineer Harrop of the commission, de- 
clafing it was ‘“‘not correct, inconsistent 
and not in the interest of the people.”’ 
He opposed Harrop’s recommendation 
that the Fourth street line should be 
removed from Grand avenue, and urged 
that it should be extended from Grand 
and Arsenal in a southwesterly direc- 
tion. 

The Rev. Father John F. Reuther, 
pastor of Holy Family Catholic parish, 
of 4133 Humphrey street, testified that 
he had difficulty in getting his parish- 
loners to attend church because of poor 
street car service. 

“I have had plenty of experience with 
the service,’’ he said, “but I didn’t ex- 
pect to say anything about it until I 
Was subpenaed here. We took it like 
the Turks take it. It’s your fate.” 

Father Reuther said that when he 
asked parishjoners why they didn’t at- 
tend services, they would say: 

“Father, how can we. We have no 
street cars to ride on.’’ 

He said that if a street car line was 
extended to the vicinity of the church, 
his people would have no excuse to re- 
main away from church. 

John Schmoll a Witness. 

John Schmoll, chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee> of 326 Utah 
place, testified that he had resided there 
eight years and that although there had 
been great increase in population there 
had been no increase in street railway 
facilities. H objected to changing the 
Fourth street line to run west on Lafay- 
ette avenue. He said he had a bank 
two blocks from the terminus of the 
line and that it, as well as other busi- 
ness interesis in the neighborhood, 
would be injured by the change in the 
route of the line. 

Nicholas Pelligreen of 1123 Hodiamont 
avenue also objected to changing the 
line. He said he had erected buildings 
at Grand and Arsenal street a few years 
ago “where there was a hay stack on 
the corner and the meadow larks were 
singing,’’ and that the value of the 
property would be reduced if the Fourth 
street line was changed. 

Complain ot Crowded Cars. 

The hearing of the commission this 
morning was on a complaint filed by 
the Tower Grove Improvement Associa- 
tion that cars reaching the territory !n 
which its members reside were always 
crowded, and were insanitary. The 
complaint mentioned the Fourth street, 
Tower Grove, Grand and Cherokee lines. 
Attorney Thomas D. Cannon, at the 
opening of the hearing, said that the 
complaint as to the Cherokee line would 
be withdrawn, and that the sanitary 
condition of the cars had been greatly 
improved since the complaint was filed. 
Cannon called Fay as his first witness. 

Fay said that on the Fourth street 
line particularly the cars were ‘‘crowd- 
ed, jammed and packed” and that fre- 
quently it was necessary to let two or 
three czrs pass before a person could 
get even standing room. 


“Men, women and girls_are vulgarly 
herded into the cars,’’ he said. Condi- 
tions were most objectionable between 
7 and 8 a. m. and 5 and 6 p. m., he said. 

Crowds On Grand Avenue. 

Because of the heavy travel from Ca- 
rondelet, transferring to the Grand ave- 
nue cars, Fay said, it frequently was 
impossible to get on Grand avenue cars 
when they reached Arsenal street, and 
on Fourth street cars very often there 
was not a foot of standing space for 
each passenger. 

Fay read many observations he had 
made of car service on the Fourth street 
and Tower Grove lines in October, citing 
several instances when at Grand avenue 
and Arsenal street, the terminus of the 
line, he had to let three cars pass be- 
fore he could get on one. He gave 
other observations at Fourth and Wal- 
nut streets, showing that cars west- 
bound were crowded even at that point 

He said that on a westbound Fourth 
street car at Fourth and Walnut strcets 
at 5:20 p. m., Oct. 16, all seats were occu- 
pied, 68 passengers were standing inside 
and the front and rear platforms were 
crowded. He frequently referred to the 
cars as packed to the doors, and At- 
torney Cannon asked him: “What do 
you mean by that?”

from the army headquarters in the 
field regarding the war situation. 

The British public is tmafifesting 
fully as keen an Interest in thé 
reports of the German Emperor's 
iliness asin the news of the naval 
victory.. From dispatches received 
here during the night, it appears 
that Emperor William was seized 
with an attack of influenza while 
on a secret visit to Emperor Fran- 

cis Joseph. The most reliable 
sources of information, by way of 
Holland and Copenhagen, indicat¢ 
that he is making progress toward 
recovery. 

It is noted that the Emperor’s 
quiet and unheralded arrival at 
Berlin last Thursday night as a 
sick man, threatened with nervous 
breakdown, was his first visit to 
the capital since the beginning of 
the war.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—The German bank 
line that stretches across France for 
more than 200 miles has given way 
slightly at points before the attacks of 
the French, Specific mention is made 
today by the French War Office of tne 
capture of trenches, if victories in ar- 
tillery duels and of advances of 0 to 
600 yards. These onslaughts have led to

safe to assume that no German tri- 
umph in Poland is in any sense de- 
cisive. If Russia can take Cracow, 
still a rather remote possibility, no 
success of the: Kaiser's force in the 
Polish provinces will counterbalance 
this triumph. 

Looking at the present fighting in 
the East, it is well to remember that 
inside the Polish territory west of 
Warsaw no position has other than 
temporary tactical advantage. Po- 
land is not included in the permanent 
defenses of Russia, that is, west of 
Warsaw. All this sweeping back 
and forward in recent months rep- 
resents the effort, first of the Rus- 
sians, then of the Germans, and 


finally of the Rusisans to strike a 


blow at permanent lines, for the 
Russians on the Vistula, for the 
Germans on the Silesian marches. 

Advantage With Russians, 

So far, both have failed, but in the 
whole eastern field the advantage has 
been and still remains with the Rus- 
sians, because, while they have taken 
nearly all of Galicia, held it since 
September, twice penetrated East 
Prussia and Hungary, the Germans 
have failed to make any permanent 
lodgment in Poland. 

As to the precise operation now go- 
ing on before Lodz the development 
of this seems to have been about as 
follows: Late in October the most 
ambitious of German efforts in the 
East, the advance to Warsaw, failed 
and the Germans were compélled to 
retire rapidly. They came west by 
Lodz to the Silesian frontier at Ka- 
lisz. At the same time an Austro- 
German army which had advanced 
to Ivongorod on the Vistula, south 
of Warsaw, retreated toward Cra- 
cow. 

Early in November Russian pursuit 
approached the Silesian frontier on 
the north, drew near to Cracow on 
the south. At the same time a third 
Russian force moved west from 
Lemberg along the Carpathians, driv- 
ing the Austrians across the San 
and back upon Cracow. Finally a 
fourth Russian army, now well with- 
in the East Prussian frontier, 
pressed on toward Koenigsberg on 
the north and toward Allenstein 
from Miawa and Soldau on the 
south. 

In this situation it became abso- 
luely essential for the Germans to 
relieve pressure upon their northern 
and southern flanks; that is, upon 
the Germans in East Prussia, the 
Austrians in Cracow. To do this 
they gathered up several army corps 
from the armies which had with- 
drawn from Warsaw and Ivangorod, 
hastily transported them inside the 
Silesian frontier to the north of the 
Vistula and a point south of the Vis- 
tula in Posen. They were able to 
make this sudden concentration be- 
cause they posgessed railroads, while 
the Russians on their side lacked 
them. This army, starting from 
Thorn, with the Vistula on their left, 
moved rapidly toward Warsaw, fol- 
lowing the Thorn-Warsaw railroad 
and the Vistula. To meet this new 
attack Russia threw out her garri- 


This was the first phase of tne 
| latest Poland campaign. At this 
point it seemed possible that the Ger- 
mans, holding the railway connecting 
the main Russian army with Warsaw 
and established in {ts rear and front, 
might destroy the Russian army at 
Lodz. This was the point at which 
Berlin proclaimed the approach of 
victory. 

But the Russians countered rapidly 
by bringing troops south from the 
Vistula, drawing them from Warsaw 
reserves, and from the East Prussian 
troops at Miawa. Thus in turn the 
Germans presently found Russian 
troops in their rear, between them 
and Thorn, while the Lodz army had 
again formed a line in their face. 
This was the point at which Petro- 
grad, in its turn, proclaimed the ap- 
proach of a tremendous success. 

It is next to impossible to reduce 
this military situation to any clear 
statement. In fact, a Russian army 
about Lodz was partly enveloped by a 
German army in its front and its 
rear and between the northern army 
of the Germans and their base was 
another Russian army moving on 
their flank and rear. 

In this situation the Germans did 
two things: First, tne troops which 
had been almost enveloped, cut their 
way out in what seems to have been 
the most desperate fighting of the 
war, giving and taking terrible 
losses, but actually escaping. At the 
same time Germany drew out cf the 
west several army corps, and, 
strengthening these with new forma- 
tions, pushed soutneast from Thorn 
and northwest from Kalis toward 
Lods. 

Both Frents Straightened. 

Under this new pressure the Rus- 
sians were forced to give ground on 
all sides, lost Lodz and were forced 
back at the north. Presently the 
two forces, whose lines had been so 
helplessly entangled, managed to 
straighten out into parallel fronts, 
the Russian facing west along the 
Warsaw-Cracow Mailway east of 
Lodz and some 50 miles west of War- 
saw. 

But in all this time tin Russians 
did not let go at Cracow. In Octo- 
ber, when the Germans were moving 
on Warsaw, they ‘abandoned West- 
ern Galicia, drew their masses north 
to meet the attack. In November and 
thus far in December they apparent- 
ly feel. strong enough to keep up 
their campaign in Galicia. As the 
main purpose of the German offen- 
sive in Poland was to relieve Cra- 
cow, it seems so far to have failed. 

In viewing the eastetn campaign 
it is safe to neglect the details of 
topography and the possession of 
cities. Until the Germans take War- 
saw or the Russians break the Cra- 
cow-Thorn-Danzig line of fortresses 
the campaign amounts to tremendous 
maneuvering, tactical playing for 
temporary advantages. 

Yet there is one detail that must 
be emphasized. Rusian numbers are 
steadily mounting. By compelling 
the Germans to draw on their west- 
ern armies the Russians have com- 
pelled them to take the defensive in 
that field and opened the way to the 
French and British to resume the 
offensive. More than this, they have 

licted terrific losses upon German 
ip eg losses which cannot now be 

replaced.

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GERMANS LEASED 


BRITISH ISLAND 
FOR $70 A YEAR 


Contract Now Is Canceled, but 
Public Still Is Aroused 
Over It. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—One of the stransg- 
est stories that has been given birth 
by the war is that of the Island of 
Herm, the leasing of which to a German 
company recently was discussed in the 
House of Commons. The lease has been 
terminated, and British troops are bil- 
leted on the island, but-the question is 
still being asked, why was England 
sO lax as to rent for a song an tsland 
larger than Helgoland, within an hour’s 
Steaming of English shores? 

Herm is one of the lesser channel 
islands and at one time supported @ 
considerable population. It is a beauti- 
ful spot, with an attractive shell beach. 
In 1889 it was leased by the Crown for 
$70 a year to the “West Bank Liegnitz 
Ltd.,”” which in turn leased it to Prince 
Blucher von Wahlistatt, a descendant 
of the illustrious Blucher of Waterloo 
and himself a German. The Prince 
and his’ family lived quietly for years 
in the manor house on the island, in- 
curring the great displeasure of those 
who sought to ramble over the place by 
closing all save one narrow pathway on 
the beach and plastering about many 
warnings to trespassers, 

Children were born to the Princess 
there—she is of the Russian royal fam- 
ily—and one of these, a boy, became 4 
naturalized British subject. At no time 
was the Prince suspected of using his 
home in any operations against En- 
gland; but when the war broke out the 
matter became one of natural agita- 
tion culminating in the Home Secretary 
being asked for an explanation by Sir 
William Bull. 

The explanation was brief. The Gov- 
ernment knew the name of the German 
company holding the lease, it knew, 
moreover, that the rent was about five 
shillings six pence a week; that steps 
had been taken to cancel this document 
that for some weeks British troops had 
been on the island. Whether Prince 
Blucher and family had moved from the 
Manor House was not made clear. 

The popular outcry against the Prince, 
in the opinion of the London press 
generally, is unjustified; but the Times 
remarks rather sarcastically that the 
public might be told a little more about 
the German company which was able 
to acquire so cheaply so much good 
farm and pasture land, together with 
numerous cottages, not to mention the 
Manor House. It also is pointed out 
that the island is in the heart of the 
English Channel, within sight of the 
coast of France, about 70 miles from 
Portland and 40 from Cherbourg. It 
could be used as a submarine base, 
though nothing of the kind appears to 
have been attempted.

It was created by 
the common action of the German and 
Austrian war parties in the obscurity 
of semi-absolutism and secret diplomacy 
in order to anticipate their adversaries, 

“At the same time the war is a 
Napoleonic attempt to unnerve and 
crush the growing labor movement.”’

“Does the President realize that 
there are only 120,000 militiamen in 
this whole nation? Does he under- 
stand thaty 23,000 of them did not 
even show up last year for annual 
inspection? Does he know that 31,- 
000 did not appear at the annual en- 
campment? Is he aware that 53,000, 
or nearly half of this citizenry, never 


appeared at the rifle range during 
the whole course of last year? 


‘“‘Where is this citizenry to get the 
weapons of war? According to the last 
report of the chief of staff we are 
short 316 field guns and 1L322,38 rounds 
of ammunition necessary to equip our 
militia in time of war. Last year Gen. 
Wood asked for enough guns and am- 
munition to bring the United States up 
to the standard of Bulgaria. That im- 
modest demand was gently but firmly 
rejected.’’ He here spoke of what he 
said was a shortage of ammunition for 
coast defenses. 

‘“‘T have proposed,” he continued, ‘‘that 
an independent commission be appointed 
to investigate all these things to rec- 
ommend to us a definite policy for our 
future.

=i GERMAN GUN 
BASES IN ENGLAND 


Many Rumors Regarding Con- 
crete Foundations Near Lon- 
don Prove to Be Groundless. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 5.~Major-General 
Desmond O’Callaghan of the Royal Ar- 
titlery“Rias been investigating a number 
of alarmist reports which have had 
wide circulation in England, to the ef- 


fect that German ordnance agents have 
for years past been preparing for the 
German invasion of England by secret- 
ly placing in factory foundations, tennis 
courts, and residences, deep concrete 
foundations, suitable for use with the 
heaviest German siege artillery. 

These concrete foundations, according 
to rumor, were always discovered in 
positions ‘‘commanding”’ London, or Ed- 
inburgh, or Dublin. “All bosh,” says 
Gen. O’Callaghan, who is inclined to be 
a trifle annoyed at having to waste his 
time on “such nonsense.”’ 


No Danger to Public. 

His report to the public says in part: 

‘“‘T have had the pleasure for the past 
few weeks of assisting Scotland Yard 
in the inspection of concrete platforms, 
and appraising their danger from a mil- 
itary point of view. Since the discovery 
of an alleged gun platform at Willes- 
den, reports of similar preparations for 
the bombardment of London have been 
received from all quarters. To sum -‘up 
my investigations, there is no reason 
to suppose that the floors or roofs of 
any factories, or tennis courts, consti- 
‘tute in any way a danger to the pub- 
lic. 

‘“‘Lawn tennis grounds in all directions 
have been reported and their tremend- 
ous solidity vouched for by nervous 
communities, but all turn out on ex- 
amination to be of usual type, six 
inches and not six feet thick. 

“Tt would be a waste of energy and 
ammunition for the .enemy «to bring 
over to England howitzers of the weight 
and unwieldiness of his 42-centimeter 
howitzers, which are the only ones re- 
quiring a concrete platform, Any of 
the smaller and more portable how- 
itzers, which are fired off their wheels, 
would very much better serve his pur- 
poses.”’ 

One an American Factory. 

One of the factories reported to the 
police as suspiciously well-constructed, 
is owned by an American firm. Gen. 
O’Callaghan mentions it as an example. 
It was reported by nervous neighbors as 
‘an alien company with a German 
manager, employing exclusively Ger- 
man workmen; has concrete floor six 
feet thick, roof is flat resting on con- 
crete arches nearly four feet thick, oc- 
cupies commanding position, could be 
made into powerful fort.’’ Says Gen. 
O Callaghan in his report: 

“In company with an inspector I vis- 
ited the factory. I was received by a 
pleasant-spoken American. He showed 
me a list of shareholders... There were 
probably some German names among 
‘Directors?’ ‘Yes, we had one 
German director, but he has retired.’ 
‘Any German workmen? ‘None.’ The 
manager then took me around the build- 
ing. The floors are certainly of con-

CALLS TERMINAL 
ACQUITTAL BLOW 
10 SMOKE HIGHT 


Inspector Hoffman Disappointed 
in Efforts to Stop Excessive 
Soot From Locomotives. 


BUSINESS MEN HEAR CASES 


Attorney for Association Talked 
of Hard Times, Said Company 
Was Doing Its Best. 

The acquittal of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation of two charges of violating the 
smoke ordinance by juries in Municipal 


Police Court yesterlay incurred the cen- 
sure of Boiler and Smoke Inspector W., 
A. Hoffman. 
“Tf such verdicts are to be expected 
from all juries in St. Louis, the smoke 
abatement ordinance might as well be 
repealed,’’ said Hoffman to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘“‘The evidence of our 
inspectors was not seriously disputed by 
attorneys of the Terminal Association 
yesterday and the juries seemed to be 
moved by the plea that enforcement of 
the ordinance against excessive smoking 
would drive industry from the city. 
Talks of Hard Times. 
Sam P. McChesney, son of President 
Ww. S. McChesney Jr. of the Terminal! 
Association, in the course of his argu- 
ment as counsel for the defendant, 
talked to the jury of hard times and the 
number of people now out of employ- 
ment and said the Terminal was doing 
the best it could. 

John E. Bowcock, attorney for the 
city, apparently accepting McChesney’s 
argument as a plea of poverty on the 
part of the Terminal, retorted that the 
Terminal was a ‘gigantic trust’’ and 
should not be relieved from the duty of 
obeying the law while small property 
cwners were forced to obey the smoke 
law. ; 

Herman Duing, a member of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and former member 
of the House of Delegates, was one of 
the jurors. Joseph Forshaw, stove mer. 
chant, who is treasurer of the People’s 
League, was a member of a jury that 
voted acquittal. 

The juries, drawn by deputies of Mar- 
shal Mohrstadt, were of business mer 
and clerks employed in the downtown 
district. The first jury: Herman Duing, 
hay and grain merchant, 814 Clark ave- 
nue: Phil W. Gradwohl, department 
manager, 104 Washington avenue; 
Frank Dunbar, assistant manager of 
the Premium Manufacturing Co., 1104 St. 
Charles street; W. A. Fritz, bookkeeper- 
11 South Second street; Thomas U. Har- 
vey, vice-president Ritter-Harvey Sales 
Co., 3088 South Fourth street, and W. G 
Goener, president Economy Mercantile 
Co., 1133 Washington avenue. 

The second jury consisted of Joseph 
Forshaw, stoves, 111 North Twelfth 
street: J. B. Bruggemam, 207 North 
Kighth street; Robert M. Kinney, clerk, 
1017 Olive street: Frank H. Koch, sales- 
man, 904 Washington avenue; Homer W 
Klein, manager Samuel Cupples Wood- 
enware Co., and David J. Sabini, clerk 
1528 Chestnut street. 

Smoked Longer Than Limit. 

“The city has lost every case again:t 
a railroad that has been tried before a 
jury, and has won only those decide] 
by the presiding Judge,’’ said Hoffman. 
“The law is not oppressive, and it has 
been observed by railroads, industrial 
plants, shopkeepers and householders 
every time it has been enforced by a 
verdict. it is observed usually without 
the necessity of court action.”’ 

Hoffman said the department has 
made 27,170 observations of steam rail- 
way locomotives simce April 1 and has 
carried only five cases to court. Numer- 
ous infractions of the smoke ordinance 
were observed, he said, but only in 
cases where the Inspecta believed the 
locomotive crew Was grossly careless 
were suits filed. Warning were issued 
in the other instances. 

The two cases tried yesterday were 
based on inspections, Nov. 2, of engines 
that emitted dense smoke for severa! 
minutes beyond the four-minute limit 
allowed by law, while they were stand- 
ing inactive near city viaducts across 
Mill Creek Valley. 


Vhird Case Is Postponed. 
Hoffman said there had been no dif- 


ficulty in gaining convictions of those 
responsible for smoke violations in res!- 
dences, apartment houses and places op- 
erating low pressure heating plants. The 
low pressure plants are the principal 
sources of air contamination at pres- 
ent, Hoffman said, and he has 30 cases 
pending in police courts against this 
class. The eight deputies made 8804 ob- 
servations of smokestacks other than 
railroad locomotive stacks between 
April 1 and Dec. 5, or a total of 36,974 
cbservations during the fiscal vear. 

A third charge against the Terminal 
Association was postponed yesterday 
until next Wednesday, when a jury will 
try the case, which is similar to the 
ones subrhitted yesterday except that it 
was a Big Four locomotive in charge of 
a Terminal Association crew.

Between Jan. l*and Oct. $1, this year, 
granulated sugar increased more than 
1% cents a pound; wheat % cents a 
bushel; family beef, % a barrel; tea. 
2% cents a pound; corn, 5 cents and 
oats 8 cents a bushel; native beef steers 
$1.65. Coffee prices decreased almost 3 
cents a pound and mess pork $2.3 a 
barrel.

The statement of Judge Paul Little of Fort 
Smith, Ark., that human life is cheaper than hogs 
has only the justifiable exaggeration needful for 
emphasizing a phase of truth. Juries will con- 
vict for stealing a shoat, says the Judge, but 
hardly one out of 600 will convict for murder 
when excuse is given to acquit. | 

These two boys have justly earned the legal 
consequences of their offense. But would they 
find themselves in their present frightful position 
if they had grown up in surroundings in which 
‘the sanctity of human life was taught by example 
as well as precept, in which deliberate murder 
was held to be one offense without extenuation? 
When the shoat is placed above the man, Clapps 
and Moodys become a logical development. 

The murder record of the country has reached 
an appalling figure. But what will it be when 
the boys have grown up who are now being 
taught by object lesson that the taking of human 
life is hardly more than a misdemeanor? 
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BATTLE OF THE FALKLAND ISLANDS. 

A British fleet has smashed the German raid- 
ing squadron and evened the score for the disaster 
to British naval prestige off the coast of Chile. 
As if to remind us again that this is a world war, 
the blow was dealt as far off the usual lines of 
travel as the Falkland Islands, well down toward 
the Antarctic Circle. ; 

This spirited battle, fohght in the midsummer 
of the Southern Hemis®fhere is, of course, not 
decisive. In the final ming up it will be 
found to have been hardly more than a negligible 
quantity in the factors that one day will bring 
the war to a close. The units destroyed were 
pawns, resigned to sacrifice in the hope that they 
might exact an equivalent of their value from the 
enemy. Having exacted much more than that 
equivalent they disappear. The day of reckoning 
between the allies and the main German naval 
strength still retained in German waters is yet 
to come. 

But the battle makes the ocean lanes safer for 
the shipping of the allies, in which not only their 
goods, but many of our own, are carried. 
Ocean insurance rates will go down and trade 
with South America and the East will be freer. 
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THREE-DAY REST INTERVAL. 
Mayor Kiel’s plan for a civic holiday succeed- 
ing Christmas day is a happy one. As Christmas 
fells this year on Friday, it means only that the 
workers shall be given all of Saturday as a 
holiday, instead of the usual half holiday. To 
postpone until Monday morning the activities 
suspended on Thursday night will be practical in 
many lines of private business in which thousands 
are employed. 
Three consecutive holidays can seldom be given 
with so small a material loss. The dedication 
wholly to rest of Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
will lengthen the practical radius of Christmas 
travel. Relatives can be visited at greater dis- 
tance than in ordinary years. Faces usually ab- 
sent from family reunions can be seen this 
year. 
The Mayor’s suggestion should be adopted. The 
three days will be one of the finest Christmas 
presents the world of employers can give to the 
world of employes. 
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NOT SO BAD. 
Operating revenue on 228,000 miles of American 


railway reporting to the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics in September, 1914, was $269,581,592, or 
$13,792,318 less than in September, 1913. 
Operating expenditures for September, 1914, 
were $178,086,808, or $14,380,302 less than in Sep- 
tember, 1913.

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SAM MINTZ, ENEMY OF SOCIETY. 
Sam Mintz was an interesting type of the 


enemies of society found in large cities. For- 
tunately it is not a numerous type in this coun- 
try outside of New York. 

He committed depredations on the co-operative, 
or gang, principle. The simpler, more. conven- 
tional offenses against property perpetrated by 
ordinary thieves and holdup men he was enabled 
to supplement with more picturesque and in- 
genious crimes. He was one of the leaders of 
gangs who robbed freight cars on a scale that 
made the total stealings run up into the thou- 
sands. 

His gang also drove off trucks and delivery 
wagons loaded with costly merchandise whenever 
such a;conveyance was found unguarded, the rig 
being turned loose when the valuable contents 
had been unloaded at a secret depository. He 
provided markets for the loot of his associated 
thieves. He was once said to be the largest re 
ceiver of stolen goods in the United States. He 
was a magnate of an arson trust. 

How was it that with all of society's elaborate

Not the least of President Wilson’s public serv- 
ices, it begins to appear, was the appointment of 
a successful, blunt-speaking business man to be 
Secretary of Commerce. 

Secretary Redfield in his annual report tells 
Congress its system of providing funds for the 
people’s collective business affairs is erratic, un- 
intelligent, wasteful. He makes very clear his 
conviction that no private business so conducted 
could escape the Sheriff more than a year. 

Nature, we used to be taught, abhors a vacuum. 
But Nature’s dread of emptiness is a mild senti- 
ment compared to the trained business man’s ab- 
horrence of needless and continuing waste. 

If Secretary Redfield can communicate enough 
of his business man’s detestation of such waste 
to Congress to procure the adoption of the budget 
system in making appropriations, instead of the 
rule of political and personal pull, he will have 
served his country well. 

But it is hard to make legislative bodies com- 
posed chiefly of lawyer-politicians, nonproducers, 
anderstand that there {fs any limit to the people’s 
ability to pay taxes. The joke about a woman's 
first check book comes to mind in this relation. 
They seem to think appropriating money somehow 
calls it into being. 

What our legislative bodies need most is a larger 
percentage of nonlegal, nonpolitical talent—farm- 
ers, educated laborers, payroll producers. 
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A CONTRAST. 

On Nov. 7, at Rome, Ga., Dr. T. H. Kuwashi- 
ma, @ distinguished educator of Japan, placed a 
wreath upon the grave of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson. 
He had been traveling in this country, studying 
educational work, and had found in the Martha 
Berry School at Rome, in which Mrs. Wilson 
was much interested, a model of one kind of 
school needed in Japan. His tribute to the beauty 
of character of this American woman was a natu- 
ral expression of his country’s exquisite courtesy. 
PBefore departing for his home he said he meant 
to found a school there, like the Martha Berry 
School, as a memorial to Mrs. Wilson. 

Thus does the Japanese spirit reply, with the 
soft answer that turneth away wrath, to the 
rudeness and the harsh unkindness of some Amer- 
icans who blindly persist in advocacy of legis- 
lative measures which, if enacted, must either be 
nullified by Congress or permitted to chill the 
historic friendship between the American and the 
Japanese peoples. 

The Japanese, conscious of intellectual parity 
with the people of any other land, desire of us, 
not that we shall admit their nationals here in 
hurtful numbers, but only that we shall make the 
few admitted, if they so elect, eligible for citizen- 
ship in the republic. They feel justly that their 
exclusion, under our naturalizatton «aw as the 
courts have interpreted it, wrongfully stigmatizes 
them as inferior and unfit. 

This desire our Congress should satisfy as early 
as the business can be reached, treating it, apart 
from other immigration questions, upon its own
